To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tiie  Health  Committee 
of  the  Tyldcsley  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  for  the  year-ending 
31st  December,  1938. 

The  whole  of  the  Members  of  the  Council  comprise  the 
Health  Committee  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee, 
with  the  addition  of  three  co'-opted  Lady  Members  on  the  latter. 

The  chief  points  of  interest  are  : — 

(a)  The  continued  slight  decrease  in  the  population,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Registrar-General ’s  return  from  18,740 
mid-year,  1937,  to  18,830  mid-year,  1938. 

(b)  The  death  rate  has  markedly  decreased  and  the  birth 
rate  has  slightly  decreased. 

(c)  The  economic  conditions  of  the  district  have  not  im¬ 
proved  during  the  year,  with  a  greater  percentage  of 
u  nem  ploy  m  en  t . 

(d)  The  social  conditions  continue  to  show  improvement 
with  the  increased  number  of  Council  Houses  erected 
during  the  year. 

(e)  I  regret  there  has  been  ai  serious  increase  in  the 
number  of  Diphtheria  cases  notified  and  a  slight  in¬ 
crease  in  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  an  incidence  common 
to  surrounding  districts. 

A  Diphtheria,  Immunisation  Scheme  was  put  into  operation 
in  June,  1938,  and  approximately  1  .TOO  children  have  been  immun¬ 
ised. 

Additional  clerical  assistance  is  required  for  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

Recommendations  of  the  Department  to  the  Council  have 
been  carefully  considered  and  generally  approved. 

The  helpful  collaboration  of  other  Departments  has  greatly 
facilitated  the  work  of  the  Officials  of  my  Department,  and  to  these 
I  wish  to*  express  my  appreciation.

The  chief  industries  in  the  town  are  coa;l  mining  and  cotton 
spinning. 

The  Education  Acts  are  administered  by  an  Area  Committee 
comprising  Tyldesleiy,  Asti  ay  and  Atherton. 

The  township  is  divided  into  seven  Wards,  viz  : —  West, 
Shakerley,  North,  East,  South,  Astley  Green  and  Blackmoor. 

lyldesley  is  situated  upon  a,  mineral  strata  with  clay  and 
sand  subsoil,  the  highest  point  being  Mort  Lane,  which  is  218  feet 
above  sea  level. 
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SOCIAL  AND  ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS. 


I  am  indebted  to  the,  Q'fficer-in-Charge  of  the  Tyldesley  Em¬ 
ployment;  Exchange  for  the:  following  report  and  statistics  which 
show  the  extent  of  unemployment  in  the  area  covered  by  the  Ex¬ 
change — Tyldesley  and  Athertoin  : — 

“The  term's  W.U.  and  T.S.  mean  ‘Wholly  Unemployed 
and  ‘Temporarily  Stopped’  respectively. 

“  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  that  in  September,  1937, 
there  was  a  peak  period  of  unemployment  and  again  in  September, 
1938.  These  periods  coincide  with  the  Local  Holidays  and  are 
not  a  guide  to>  industrial  conditions  in  the  area.  It  will  be  observed 
however,  that  during  the  second  half  of  1937  there  was  a  steady 
increase  in  the  T.S.  Live  Registers.  This  was  due  to  the  com= 
mencement-of  a  period  of  depression  in  the  Cotton  Industry  which 
steadily  increased  during  1938,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  large  T.S. 
Registers,  especially  in  the  Women’s  Section. 

‘“During  1938,  the  W.U.  Registers  also:  steadily  in¬ 
creased  due,  as  regards  the  Women’s  Section,  to  the  Cotton  In¬ 
dustry’s  depressed  state  as  after  a  T.S.  person  has  been  unemployed 
for  a  period  of  six  weeks,  he  is  normally  regarded  as  W.U.  and  is 
included  thereafter  in  the  W.U.  figures.  As  regards  the,  increased 
W.U.  figures  in  the  Men’s  Section  part  isi  due  to  the  above  reason, 
but  mostly  due  to  the  closing  down  of  a  local  colliery,  the  closing 
down  of  odd  working  places  in  some  of  the  older  pits,  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  mechanisation  at  an  increasing  rate,  the  imposition  of  age 
limits  and  strict  medical  examinations  by  the  local  Colliery  Com¬ 
bine.  All  this  despite  (paradoxically)  the  fact  that  the  industry 
worked  at  full  pressure  throughout  the  year,  especially  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year.”

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  by  a  motor  ambu¬ 
lance  maintained  by  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Nan-infectious  and  accident  cases  are  dealt  with  by  two 
ambulances  owned  by  the  Council. 

A  N o vox  Apparatus  has  been  provided  and  is  kept,  at  the  Fire 
Station  for  the  use  of  works  and  medical  practitioners  in  the  area. 

The  ambulance  services  are  adequate  and  satisfactory  for 
the  needs  of  the  district. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

General — The  Tyldesley  and  District  Nursing  Association, 
and  the  Astley  and  District  Nursing-  Association  each  provide  one 
nurse  for  general  nursing.  The  Council  subscribe  to  these  Asso¬ 
ciations. 

Infectious  Diseases. —  No  nursing  is  provided  for 
these  cases  in  their  homes.  There  is  still  no  provision  made  for 
nursing  nom-notifiable  infectious  diseases  which  is  a  serious  defect. 
Arrangements  could,  with  advantage,  bei  made  for  the  District 
Nursing  Associations  to  nurse  certain  non-natifiable  infectious 
diseases  at  their  homes. 
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(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  :

There  are  128  beds 
for  the  treatment  oif  cases  of  infectious  disease,  excluding  Small¬ 
pox,  which  is  provided  for  in  an  annexe  of  32  beds.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

(i)  Midwifery  Services  : 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Supervising-  Authority 
under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  and  the  following-  is  a  list  of  the

(ii)  Maternity  Services  : 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work  is  controlled  by  a 
Joint  Committee  comprised  of  the  Members'  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  co-opted  Lady  Members  nominated  by  the  Council. 
There  is  also  a  Voluntary  Committee  of  Ladies  nominated  by 
various  organisations  in  the  district  who  give  their  services  and 
attend  by  rota  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

I  have  given  particulars  of  the  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 
upon  a  previous  page  of  this  Report,  they  continue  to  be  well  sup¬ 
ported  and  appreciated,  and  with  beneficial  results. 

Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurised  Milks,  and  various  dried 
milk  preparations, etc, are  provided  free  to  children  of  pre-school  age, 
to  expectant  mothers  from  commencement  of  pregnancy,  and  to 
nursing  mothers,  according  to  a  scale  of  income  fixed  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  condition  that  such  cases  shall  attend  the  Clinics 
regularly.  I  he  cost  for  the  year  was  ^  1 80,  compared  with  ^327 

for  1937.  Where  the  means  allow,  the  various  preparations  are 
sold  at  approximate  cost  price. 

The  premises  at  present  used  for  the  Tyldeisleiy  Centre  are 
still  unsuitable,  but  I  aim  pleased  to  report  that  a  scheme  for  the 
erection  of  entirely  new  premises  has  been  approved,  in  principle, 
by  the  Committee. 

A  detailed  report  upon  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Work  and  Child  Life  Protection  is  made  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  Visitor  appended. 
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(iii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

These  cases  are  attended  to  by  the  Public  Assistance  Com¬ 
mittee  at  the  Public  Assistance  Institution  Atherton. 

(iv)  Arrangements  for  Dental,  Orthopaedic,  Etc.,  Cases. 

Various  arrangements  have  been  entered  into  between  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  and  this  Authority  for  the  treatment 
of  children  of  pre-school  age  and  expectant  mothers. 

Dental — Children  and  expectant  mothers  are  referred  to 
the  School  Dentist  for  treatment.  Seven  children  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year. 

Orthopaedic. — Cases  are  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  and  if  considered  necessary,  cases  are  sent  to  Biddulph 
Grange  Hospital.  The  whole  or  part  cost  is  defrayed  by  this 
Authority  in  necessitous  cases.  One  child  was  referred  toi  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 


Tonsils  aind  Adenoids,  Disease  of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. — 
Cases  are  referred  to  the  School  Clinic  where  operative  treatment 
is  arranged  for  where  advisable.  Two  children  were  referred 
for  treatment. 

Eye  Diseases  and  Treatment  of  Defective  Vision. — The  cases 
are  referred  to>  the  School  Clinic  where  suitable  cases  are  sent  to 
Hospital  and  glasses  are  provided  free  or  at  part  cost  in  necessitous 
cases,  according  toi  circumstances.  One  child  was  sent  for  treat¬ 
ment. 


Sunlight. — Adequate  facilities  exist  at  the  Alder  House 
Clinic,  Atherton,  and  treatment  for  cases  of  rickets  and  general 
debility  have  proved  beneficial.  Eight  children  made  sixty-one 
attendances. 


Minor  Ailments. — These  cases  are  treated  and  advice  given 
free  at  the  Clinics  to  children  of  pre-school  age  where  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  parent  preclude  ability  toi  pay  for  medical  advice. 
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Other  cases  are  referred  to  their  own  Medical  Attendant.  A  list 
of  minor  ailments  treated  is  appended  hereunder  : —

The  Ante-Natal  Consultant  is  Dr.  C.  P.  Brentnall,  M.  C. , 
M.B.,  Ch.B.,  F.R.C.O.G.,  Assistant  Surgeon,  St.  Mary’s  Hospital, 
Manchester,  who  attends  the  Clinic  monthly. 

The  following-  is  his  report  for  the  current  year  : — 

“The  Clinic  continues  to  be  well  attended  by  expectant 
mothers,  and  cases  are  sent  both  by  Doctors  and  Midwives. 

During  the  year  55  new  ca^es  have  been  seen,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  8  old  cases,  making  a  total  of  63  expectant  mothers  seen. 

The  attendances  of  these  mothers  have  been — new  cases, 
112,  and  old  cases  9  ;  making  the  total  number  of  attendances  of 
expectant  mothers  121.” 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(i)  Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  by  agreement,  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

No  examinations  either  bacteriological  or  chemical  have  been 
carried  out  by  this  Authority. 

Extension  of  mains  has  taken  place  upon  new  housing  sites 
but  there  are  still  a  few  isolated  houses  without  a  piped  supply. 
The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  is  20  gallons, 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

There  have  been  extensions  to  the  drainage  system  and  re¬ 
placement  of  existing  sewers  damaged  by  mining  subsidence. 

The  sewage  is  treated  by  means  of  precipitation  tanks  and 
percolating  filters  as  before. 

(id)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools  : 

Public  Swimming  Baths  are  owned  by  the  Council.  The 
water  is  changed  weekly  and  a|  suction  sweeper  is  in  constant  use. 
A  most  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  baths  and  a  serious  defect  is 
the  absence  of  filtration  plant. 

(iv)  Schools  : 

Improvements  in  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  schools 
are  stifl  required,  and  I  regret  that  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  including  privy  closets  still  exist  , particularly  at  the  non- 
provided  schools. 

Cloakroom  facilities  are  still  unsatisfactory..  Drying  ar¬ 
rangements  and  lighting  still  leave  much  to1  be  desired.  The  method 
of  supplying  drinking  water  is,  in  the  majority  of  schools,  still  out 
of  date.  This  was  especially  shown  in  one  particular  school  where 
a  serious  outbreak  of  diphtheria  occurred  necessitating  its  closure. 

In  cases  of  infectious  disease,  the  parents  and  head  teachers 
are  notified  and  all  contacts  excluded  from  school  for  the  recom- 
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mended  periods.  Where  there  are  other  children  it  is  the  practice 
to'  press  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  ta  hospital. 

These  matters  are  fully 
dealt  with  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Chief  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector.

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  scheduling  of 
houses  in  Clearance  Areas,  but  there  is  still  pressing  need  for 
houses  of  a  type  suitable  for  occupation  by  the  artisan  class  and 
also  for  continued  Slum  Clearance,  particularly  in  the  Astley  Green 
and  Blackmoor  Wards 

Displaced  tenants  should  be  rehoused  as  far  as  possible  in 
that  part  of  the  district  in  which  they  live  which  is  generally  the 
most  convenient  to  their  places  of  work

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply  : 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  supply  of  milk  from  sealed 
bottles  is  still  increasing. 
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A  large  quantity  of  sterilised  milk  is  consumed,  although  it 
is  not  recommended  tor  children  on  account  of  the  lack  of  guaran¬ 
tee  of  age,  origin  and  the  destruction  of  certain  life  maintaining 
properties  in  the  process. 

Milk  is  the  staple  and  necessary  food  for  children,  and  is 
the  only  food  which  contains  everything  essential  to  life.  A  clean 
pure  milk  supply  is  a  prime  necessity,  and  every  effort  is  made  to 
ensure  this  supply  by  the  close  supervision  of  milk  producers  in 
the  area. 

The  milk  should  be  untreated  by  heat,  but  as  it  is  not  at 
present  practicable  to  have  all  herds  tuberculin  tested  the  ungraded 
milk  should  be  pasteurised  before  use.  The  milk  should  be  sold 
in  destructible  cardboard  containers,  and  I  shall  be  pleased  to  see 
a  further  advancement  in  this  direction. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods  : 

All  meat  slaughtered  in  the  district  continues  to  be  inspected 
and  meat  stalls  in  the  open  market  are  visited  regularly. 

The  general  quality  of  meat  sold  in  the  shops  is  good.  The 
majority  of  the  retail  shops  possess  refrigerators,  and  the  prem¬ 
ises  are  kept  satisfactorily. 

There  is  difficulty  in  the  supervision  of  meat  sold  in  the 
township  by  hawkers  from  other  districts,  but  these  vans  are  care¬ 
fully  watched.

Centres,  and  a  him  was  shown  at  the  Tyldesley  Clinic  regarding 
adequate  nutrition,  and  advice  is  also  given  to  the  mothers  at  the 
weekly  Centres.

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox  : 

No  cases  were  notified  during'  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Forty-six  cases  were  notified  during-  the  year,  and  I  regret 
toi  report  that  one  death  occurred.  Of  the  cases  notified  thirty= 
seven  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Diphtheria  : 

Ninety  cases  were  notified,  eighty-eight  of  which  were  re¬ 
moved  toi  Hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  is  a  regretable  increase  upon  the 
number  of  cases  notified  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  This 
increase  was  common  to  surrounding  districts. 

I  regret  to  report  that  three  deaths  occurred  among  the 
cases  removed  to>  hospital.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  notified 
cases  3.3%  is  lower  in  comparison  to>  14.2%  last  year. 

Immunisaton  : 

A  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  put  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  June,  1938. 

1  am  pleased  to'  note  that  nearly  1,000  children  of  school 
and  pre-school  age  were  immunised — a  very  satisfactory  response. 
I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Head  Teachers  of 
Schools  for  their  co-operation.  A  film  showing  the  benefits  de¬ 
rived  from,  immunisation  was  shown  at  the  Tyldesley  Welfare 
Clinic  to'  a  large  gathering. 

There  is  a  free  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  available 
ol  which  lull  use  has1  been  made  and  Medical  Practitioners  were 
asked  to  use  the  serum  prophylactically  with  gratifying  results. 

Enteric  Fever  : 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Pneumonia  (Acute  Primary,  and  Acute  Influenzal). 

Twenty-one  cases  were  notified  and  seventeen  deaths  from 
all  types  of  Pneumonia  occurred,  compared  with  thirty-five  and 
nineteen  respectively  for  1937. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  beneficial  if  arrange¬ 
ments  could  be  made  -with  the  Nursing  Associations  to  visit  all 
notified  cases,  as  hospital  accommodation  in  the  majority  of  these 
cases  it  not  provided.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg-  to'  submit,  for  your  consideration  my  First  Annual 
Report. 

I  took  up  my  duties  in  Tyldesley  in  August,  and  a  great  deal 
of  my  time  between  then  and  the  end  of  the  yealr  was  devoted  ;o 
the  formulation  of  an  Air  Raid  Precautions  Scheme.  This  has 
necessarily  detracted  from  the  work  usually  associated  with  a 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  so  far  as  Housing 
Work  is  concerned,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  scheduling 
of  unfit  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  and  the  commencement  of  com¬ 
prehensive  reconditioning  schemes  for  houses  that  are  capable  of 
repair.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year  began  the  re-housing  of 
tenants  from  Clearance  Areas. 

.  A  further  advance  has  been  made  in  the  abolition  of  dry 
ashpits,  and  the  provision  of  galvanised  iron  sanitary  dust  bins  in 
their  stead.  Apart  from,  the  public  health  aspect,  the  abolition 
of  these  ashpits  and  the  substitution  of  bins  has  resulted  in  a 
more  efficient  and  economical  method  of  refuse  collection. 

I  regret  to  say  that  there  are  many  of  the  privy  midden 
type  of  sanitary  convenience  still  in  existence,  and  these  should 
not  be  tolerated  where  adequate  sewers  and  water  supply  are 
available.  Many  privies  have  been  abolished  by  the  inclusion 
of  the  dwelling-houses  in  Cfearance  Areas,  but  we  cannot  hope 
to  solve  the  problem  completely  by  this  procedure. 

Meat  Inspection  has  been  vigorously  carried  out,  and  prac¬ 
tically  every  bovine  aod  pig  killed  in  the  district  is  now  inspected. 

During  the  year,  the  Health  Committee  decided  to  proceed 
with  the  erection  of  new  offices  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wel= 
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fare  Centre  in  Lemon  Street.  The  overcrowded  condition  of  the 
Department  at  the  present  time  where  Officers  and  Staff  are  hotised 
in  one  general  office,  destroys  all  efforts  at  concentration  owing 
to'  constant  interruption. 


I  should  like  toi  offer  my  best  thanks  to  thci  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 


I  also  desire  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  for  the  courtesy 
and  consideration  extended  toi  me  during  the  year  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


My  very  best  thanks  are  also'  due  to  other  Officials  for  their 
help  and  co-operation,  and  especially  toi  the  Clerk  to  whom  1  am 
indebted  for  the  kindly  consideration  and  help  he  has  given  to 

the  many  matters  referred  to  him-  and  for  his  valued  advice  upon 
numerous  occasions.

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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


The  closet  accommodation  remains  almost  the  same  as  last 
year.  There  is  not  definite;  scheme  for  the  abolition  of  privy 
middens,  pail  closets  or  waste  water  closets.  The  details  are  as 
follows  : —

ERADICATION  OF  THE  BED  BUG. 

During  the  year  under  review,  9  Council  Houses  and  14 
Privately-Owned  houses  were  reported  as  being  infested  with  the 
bed  bug. 

As  it  had  been  the  practice  in  the  past  to  attempt  the  dis¬ 
infestation  of  these  lionises  by  means  of  fumigants  non-toxic  to 
human  life,  “  C  imex  ”  and  “  Furmex  ”  were  used  as  the  fumi¬ 
gants  and  “  Zaldecyde”  as  the  vermicide.  Re-infestations  were 
noticed  in  all  cases  although  great  care  was  exercised  in  the 
process  of  disinfestation  which  was  sometimes  repeated  after  an 
interval. 

The  Housing  Committee  were  therefore  recommended  that 
in  future  their  houses  should  be  disinfested  exclusively  with 
Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas  as  it  was  considered  cheaper  in  the  end, 
taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  moulds  and  architraves 
were  loosened  before  fumigation,  by  the  other  methods  yet  re-in¬ 
festations  occurred. 


HOUSING. 


During  the  year  under  review,  the  present  Housing  Pn> 
gramme  has  been  substantially  completed  and  although  enquiries 
had  not  to  be  held  in  all  cases,  the  Orders  made  by  the  Council  had 
been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  dwelling-houses  in  the 
district,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  need  for  further  action  is  impera¬ 
tive,  this  is  especially  so  of  many  of  the  houses  in  the  Astley 
Green  and  Blackmoor  Wards,  which  were  included  in  the  Urban 
District  in  1933. 

The  houses  referred  toi  fall  seriously  below  any  minimum 
standard  of  housing  accommodation  that  could  be  admitted.  There 
is  also  a  pressing  need  for  the  reconditioning  and  modernising  of 
other  dwelling-houses  that  are  capable  of  being  rendered  fit  at 
a  reasonable  cost,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  some  such 
schemes  have  been  started,  and  I  hope  more  will  follow  in  1939. 

Inquiries  have  been  held  during  the  year  into1  22  Clearance 
Areas,  resulting  in  the  confirmation  of  Orders  in  respect  of  145 
houses.  This  makes  a  total  of  303  houses  confirmed  for  demoli¬ 
tion  in  Clearance  Areas,  in  addition  20  dwelling-houses  have  been 
dea/lt  with  as  individually  unfit. 


Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  it  became  possible  to 
commence  the  re-housing  of  tenants  in  new  houses,  and  35  houses 
occupied  by  113  persons  were  dealt  with. 

The  furniture  and  effects  of  all  persons  displaced  from 
Clearance  Areas  were  fumigated  by  HCN  Gas,  whilst  they  were 
given  a  bath  and  their  clothes  steiami  disinfected. 

This  system  has  worked  quite  well,  and  although  there 
have  been  a  few  dissentients,  the  great  majority  of  persons  re-housed 
have  appreciated  the  efforts  made  to  give  them  a  start  in  their  new 
homes,  with  freedom  from  such  unsavoury  infestations  as  bed  bugs 
and  cockroaches.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  36  farms  in  the  district  having  dairy  cattle  and  a 
constant  supervision  is  exercised.  The  older  type  cowsheds  are 
gradually  being  reconditioned,  and  during  the  year  one  cowshed 
was  re=roofed,  giving  extra  light  and  ventilation,  another  was 
completely  rebuilt,  whilst  a  third  was  extended  so  as  to  obviate 
an  unsatisfactory  ill-ventilated  ship-pon. 

I  have  found  the  farmers  to  be  very  ready  to-  carry  out  any 
suggestion  that  I  have  been  able  to  make  regarding  the  best 
means  for  the  production  of  “  Clean  ”  milk. 

We  have  at  present  eight  producers  of  milk  under  the 
“Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936,”  namely: —

In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  the  farmer  or 
retailer  is  visited  and  advice  given  and  his  milk  again  sampled. 
This  method  of  procedure  has  proved  quite  satisfactory,  the  milk 
at  subsequent  samplings  conforming  to  the  necessary  standard. 

In  the  case  of  the  positive  samples,  the>e  were  referred 
to  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  as  a  result  of  which  four  cows  were  slaughtered  under 
the  provision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations.

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  not  been  necess¬ 
ary  to’  seize  any  carcase  or  -organ  during  the  year  under  review, 
and  the  decisions  of  your  Inspectors  have  been  accepted  by  the 
owners  in  all  instances. 

Meat  whichhas  been  slaughtered  in  other  districts  and  which, 

there  is  reason  to  believe,  has  not  been,  submitted  for  examination, 
is  examined  as  far  as  possible  immediately  after  its  arrival  in  the 
town.

There  is  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  area  which  is 
kept  in  good  condition. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


During  the  year,  15  half-hourly  observations  were  taken, 
and  the  offending  firms  were  notified  Trouble  has  been  caused 
by  Collieries  both  through  smoke  and  grit  emission  and  through 
dust  from  coal  washeries. 

Every  effort  has  been,  made  to  reduce  the  emissions  of 
smoke  and  grit,  and  one  Colliery  has  been  successful  in  greatly 
diminishing  the  amount  of  smoke  produced  by  one  chimney  by 
the  installation  of  an  induced  draught  fan.  But  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  elimination 
of  smoke,  and  particularly  of  grit  from  another  chimney. 

The  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Alkali  Works’  Inspector 
has  been  available  in  endeavouring  to  combat  the  dust  nuisance 
caused  by  the  tipping  of  coal  wagons  at  ai  washery.  Credit  must 
also*  be  given  to'  the  Colliery  Owners  in  question  who  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  cure  the  nuisance,  but  complete  success  bas  not  yet 
been  obtained. 

There  is  no  bye-law  at  present  in  force  to'  prescribe  the 
colour,  density  and  content  of  smoke  and  regulate  the  periods  of 
emission. 

Useful  work  has  been  performed  by  interviewing  Engineers- 
in-Charge  and  Stokers,  and  advantage  has  been  taken  by  some 
firms  to  send  their  men  to  the  Manchester  School  of  Technology  for 
lectures  in  “  Boiler  House  Practiced’ 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  year  under  review  was  the  first  complete  year  of  work¬ 
ing  with  the  new  moving  floor  collection  vehicle. 

The  figures  quoted  below  are  for  the  year  ending  31st 
March,  1938,  during  which  appro-x innately  4,519  tons  of  refuse 
were  removed  and  disposed  of  at  a  cost  of  ^3,386/15/2. 

The  whole  of  the  dry  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  a  cost  of  ^653/7/5.  The  refuse  from  privy  middens 
was  sold  to  local  farmers.  The  offal  from  meat  and  fish  shops 
is  removed  twice  per  week  to  Bolton  for  incineration,  the  cost  of 
this  s e  r  v  ic e  was  A,  7  5  /  3  /  3 . 


Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  abolition  of  the 
dry  ashpits.  During  the  year,  73  ashpits  were  abolished  and 
moveable  dust  bins  substituted.
